SUMMONED BEFORE BOARD 


Union And Rail Heads Called For 
Next Wednesday For Final

Chicago, IIL, Oct. 21.-—Two more 
powerful railroad unions represent­ 
ing a eoinbined membership of 500,- 
000 men, threw their lot with the 
live big 
brotherhoods 
late today 
when their leaders called a strike 
for October 30. 
The announcement 
came

diately after the brotherhood chiefs 
and railroad executives were order­ 
ed to appear before the hoard next 
Wednesday in a second attempt to 
avert a railroad strike. 
E. II. Ocable, president 
of 
the 
1 iii ted Brotherhoods 
of Mainten­ 
ance of -Way 
and Railroad Labor 
announced his organiztion of over 
400,000 men would strike 
against 
the wage out of last July and abro­ 
gation 
of certain working agree­ 
ments. 
“ Eighty eight percent of our men 
have voted to (put,*’ he said. “That 
means we will strike." The workers 
have been instructed to leave their 
posts in an orderly manner.

Washington, Oct). 21.— Resorting 
to the war power of the federal gov­ 
ernment a s a means of keeping the 
n a t i o n ' s transportation system in op­ 
eration in the event of a rail strike, 
w a s considered by President H a rd ­ 
ing and his cabinet today, 
it was 
learned on high authority. 
The president was advised by cab­ 
inet officials that under the nation’s 
defense act which docs not expire 
until a formal proclamation of peace 
is issued, armed reserves could be 
called out to operate tin* trains. 
Secretary of W ar Weeks reported 
to the cabinet that he has completed 
tabulations of reserves 
throughout 
Ha* country who are skilled in v a r­ 
ious branches of the railroad. This 
force, t o g e t h e r with volunteers who 
have already offered their services in 
large numbers, 
would be sufficient, 
officials believed, to operate enough 
t r a i n s to carry food and fuel into 
the large c e n t e rs . 
Secretary of 
Commerce 
Hoover 
presented to the cabinet plans of or 
g anizing an e x t e n s i v e motor 
truck 
system for emergency transportation 
of food if necessary. 
Cabinet officials, 
it was stated, 
takes the view that although 
any 
body of labor may have the right to 
strike; it does not have the right to 
eat off the food and fuel supply of 
the nation. 
“The movement of food and fuel 
is the only hope of existence to the 
nation’s welfare,” said one govern­ 
ment official, “and we intend to see 
that they are moved.” 
Cabinet officials differed iii judg­ 
ment as to whether the men will ac ­ 
tually strike, 
some believing that 
the strike is nearer and others be­ 
lieve that the men would not walk­ 
out even if their own leaders insist 
upon it.

Body of Cyrus Pattiscn. Only Man­ 
illa Boy Killed in World War, 
Will Arrive Tonight 


TO LIE IN STATE AT CHURCH 


Services Will be Conducted Sunday 
Afternoon at 2 O'clock— Legion 
Posts to Assist 


The remains of 
Private Cyrus 
Eatlmn Pattison, the only Manilla 
Soldier who was killed in the World 
War, will arrive tonight and will be 
taken to tin' borne of his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Cash Pattison, 
and 
funeral services will be held Sunday 
with several American Legion posts 
iii charge. 
Private Pattison was 27 years old 
when killed in action on October 2, 
1918. 
He attended the schools in 
Manilla, and in 1908 enlisted in the 
navy where lie remained until 191 _ 
when he was discharged. 
After 
remaining at borne for a 
year, he left for New York where 
la* w a s engaged in a structural iron 
works, and while there in 1917 he 
nlisted iii the army and was among 
I lie first to sail for Fram e. 
In September, 1918 he was .cited 
for 
bravery 
and his parents re­ 
el vet! the official notification of lim 
let of bravery which stated that on 
August 28, during a heavy shell fire, 
lie ran out 490 yards to tilt' trout 
in open daylight to the assistance ot 
i comrade, and on the same day lit* 
dented a company which had s u t­ 
ured heavy casualties and conduct­ 
'd it back to safety. 
It was only a few days later that 
the Rush county 
soldier 
met his 
death in the Argonne Forest, and a 
letter 
from Burton A. Brince, 
a 
french chaplain, told the family ot 
his burial in a cemetery near a lit­ 
tle road, and that Hie grave 
was 
marked with a wooden cross. 
Besides tilt' parents, the deceased 
is survived by two sisters, 
Myrtle 
l l i11lo and Fannie E. Pcreell, and a 
half brother, C o m e Pattison. 
The body will be removed to the 
Methodist church in Manilla Sunday j 
morning where it will lie in state, a lid I 
funeral 
services will be conducted I 
at two o’clock iii the afternoon bv 
the Rev. M. E. Able and the Rev. J. 
L. Brown hi charge. Burial will be 
made in the cemetery at Manilla.
